The secretary holds to the op inion that these show that 
sensational statements regarding increase of juvenile crime 
do not have a basis in fact. 
More reliable figures are available relating to the commit­ 
ments to institutions. 
These are based 
u p o n census rep orts 
covering the entire nation. 
In p rop ortion to the growth ofi 
p op ulation there has been a decline in tin* number of tie-* 
linquent children committed. 
There has been no significant 
increase in the number committed for the most serious of­ 
fenses, homicide, robbery and burglary . 
Further, Secretary Davis p ronounces as false the assertions 
that the age of commitment to p enal institutions has thu rens- 
creased. 
We take it that he means the average age of Un­ 
p ersons committed. 
It is interesting to have .Mr. Davis clear that p oint for us. 
It was the only thing that seemed to disp rove the contentions 
of those who have taken the p osition that y outh of toilav is 
worse than y outh of y esterday . 
Perhap s there is the same illusion about age as there is 
about the creek that is not as w ide, the hill that is not us high 
and the, snow that is not as deep as in our y outh. 
It is the 
same creek and the same hill, and the weather statistician 
say s the average of snowfall over a p eriod of y ears is the 
same. 
So, while our bandits seem y outhful, p robably statis­ 
tics on commitments to p enal institutions show that they are 
no more y outhful than they wen- a genration ago. 
That is 
more in accordance with things as we find them. 
Men who 
have lived as lawabiding citizens up to 30 y ears of age are 
not likely to turn into robbers and burglars. 
The bad man 
usually has been a bad boy . We must account in some man­ 
ner for the p eriod from 18 to 25, and the statistics of Seen, 
tary Davis sctm to be a reasonable accounting and one that 
is in keep ing with other things as we know them.
